Dr. J. H. Bice, Mason County's 
Health Officer, has been honored by 
Governor Black by being named one 
of the stale's representatives at the 
meeting of ilie .American Public 
Health Association b annual meeting 
at New Orleans, I^a., on October 27-30. 

In commlBsloning Dr. Rice, Oover- 
nor niack soes into detail in regard to 
the health condilion of Kentucky. Ilia 
letter foUowH: 

Frankfort. Ky.. September 25. 191H. 
My dear Doctor: 

Kentucky. In common with the rest 
of the world, suffering from the rsv- 
ages of war and of the terrible pan- 
demic of influenta last year, realizes 
as It never did before, the value of the 
health and Uvea of its people. 

A report of tha Bureau of Vital Sta- 
tlatioa to tha BtaU Board of Health for 
191S, haa Juat baan placed on my deak, 
which ahould become familiar to ev- 
ery wall-wiahar of our people. It 
shows, in addition to tha 18,677 deaths 
from influenta and pneumonia, that 
there were 4,662 deaths from tubercu- 
losis; 1,112 from diarrhoea In bablex, 
and 791 in oid^r persons; 62S deaths 
from typhoid fever; 249 from diph- 
theria; 280 from measles, and 825 
from whooping cough; that 184,833 of 
our people suffered the Illness, untold 
anxiety, as vsell as the flnanolai loss 
from having had one of these prevent- 
able diseases during the year; and the 
plain flgures of these official records 
indicate that there have been 1,222.- 
010 cases of these eight diseases un- 
der treatment by physicians In this 
State in tha last eight yeara, during 
which auch raoorda have bean kept. 

The accuracy of these records is 
cruelly confirmed by an Inspection of 
the offlioial recorda of our draft board 
examinatlona laat year. Theae indi- 
cate that praotloaUy 'eight out of ev 
ery thouaand of our citiaena bava to- 
bereuloaia; that S7 out of each 1000 of 
the man examined by the draft boarda. 
have veneral diseases; that 6 out Of 
each 1000 have trachoma; that the 
teeth of 4 out of each 1000 are so de- 
fective, and that 7 In each 1000 have 
such defective vision, as to render 
them totally unfit ; and that 1 In each 
ilOO are drug addicts. 

These invoices of the lieailli of our 
people are appallluK, and il is llie 
duty of every citizen and, especially 
of every official, to make It possible 
for you as a Health Officer, to so func- 
tionate that these sick and death rales 
may be rapidly reduced. No more Im- 
portant subject demands the consid- 
eration of the Commonwealth. 

1 understand, of courae, that the 
phyaicians of the State earn their live- 
lihood in tha grand work of ameliorat- 
ing tha condition of tna aick. It Is 
our duty now to develop to ita lUgbest 
eflicienoy the apoeialty in 'medicine of 
medicine of the prevention of illneas. 
Fortunately for our people, I believe, 
Kentucky's entire political syatem is 
based on local aelt government The 
last General Asaembly recognised this 
in authorizing the Fiscal Courts or the 
people of each county, to constitute a 
County Health Department, which will 
enable you as a competent Health Of- 
ficer, assisted by a public health nurse, 
to devote all of your time to this work. 

During my administration as Gov- 
ernor of this Commonwealth, I pro- 
pose to devote as much of my time and 
energy as possible to bettering the 
health conditions of the men< WOBen 
and' children of Kentucky. 

With this Idea in view, and to em- 
phasize to you people and officials, the 
Importance of the position you hold, I 
am hereby coqimlssionlng you as a 
delegate to the meeting of the Ameri- 
can Public Health Association at New 
Orieana, October t7-S0 next, when 
theaa problama are to be atudied.

BLZOHT OF STANLBinni 

The insistence by Republican speakers and by Republican news- 
papers that Stanleyism is one of the foremost issues of this campaign 
in Kentucky is extremely distasteful to the Democratic press. 

That ia not surprising. If there is anything that the Denio- 
oratic newspapers and the Democratic machine managers would like 
to blot out fro mtheir memories it is the record made by Owsley 
Stanley as Governor of Kentucky; but, like the famous gliost. it will 
not down.

The "bafometer of bsiness" is going up again. On June 30 the 
unfilled orders on the books of the United Statea Steel Corporation^ 
amounted to 4,892,000 tons. That was in itself a very considerable 
tonnage. Still, it represented a low-water mark for recent yenrs^. 
and so was discoiirafjint;. Orders had been falling' off since the sign 
ing of the armistice, it was feared that they mif^t go much low^r. 

But the -tide turned. On July 31 the unfilled tonnage had risen 
to 5,578,000, and on August it had jumped to r)30,0(X) tons more, 
the respectable total of t),108,000. It is said to be rising still uioiv 
rapidly now, and nobody will be anrpriied if by mild-winter ii 
reaches the big war-time record. 

In one respect this is unfortunate. It means delay in gettinj/ 
orders filled, and so means that many branches of industry will Iv 
retarded in getting their full stride. But there will be little lamen- 
tation over that, in view of the solid grounds for optimism found 
in this report. 

Bigger steel orders mean more buying all along the line, mor- 
construction, more extensions of manofaeture and trade, more work, 
loore busy-nesa for the Nation, and, in a word, more prosperity. 

The "economic reoonstnietion" of which so much has been sai I 
ahs really begun. There are evidences of it on all sides. While legis- 
lators and theorizers have been talking, industry has been recoi 
■tructing itself. It wlil continue, at an inereaaed paee, it labor an i 
Mpital deal fairly with each other.

WILSON'H WAR IN UU8M1A 
Waahbigton, Boptember 18.— (Spe- 
cial oomspondenoe)— Arralnging the 
PresMnt tor vaurpation of power in 
sending troops to Russia and keep- 
ing them there, Representative Wil- 
liam B. Mason, ot nUnoia, in a speech 
In tho House, noantly, said in part: 
"Vfkt ta not yet over in Kussia. 
Whoao war la itt Who declared war 
in Russia? Waa not Russia our ally? 
Is she not our friend T The President 
of the United States declares war. He 
takes the boys from my district, wlth- 
uot any right, without any let or 
hindrance, without any authority from 
Congress. Hy the newspaper I read 
23 were killed last week in Siberia. 
Four hundred and eighty were killed 
in the aArchangel sector. War In Si- 
beria. Whose war Is ItT Have you 
voted for a declaration of war? Do 
you believe under the Constitution of 
the United States that the President 
has the power to take the boys of this 
country and send them into a peace- 
ful nation to take part In a civil war 
there In progress? I am not for the 
Bolshevlkl, and I am not tor the spawn 
ot the Csar imdor Kolohak. Neither 
one ot thom la under my flag. Neither 
ot thom wears the anlfOrm ot my 
country. But 4,000 boya from my dis- 
trict are there, not the sons ot ri«h 
men. I want to lay It the President 
had a boy tharo, even it the son-la-law 
ot the President were among them— 
In the Y. M. C. A. business — It would 
not take him long to take them out ot 
Siberia and start them homo.( Ap- 
plause.) 

That Is the truth about It Tliey are 
my constituents. Their petitions come 
In, hour by hour, and this morning 
comes a dispatch saying that 23 of the 
Yankees v,erc killed. Killed by whose 
order? That ot tho President of the 
United States, who, believing that he 
was right when he was a professor 
and wrote that the I'resldeiit had the 
right of initiative and the right to con- 
trol the power of all initiative — I have 
quoted his words — that the President 
of the United States has virtually the 
power to control absolutely the for- 
eign affairs of the United States. 

"What military asinlnity is it to 
send 15,000 American boys there In 
an attempt to control the aflairs where 
if any one ot these dirty taetionH 
agrees with the other, it the Bolshevik!

Do not 
be afraid, in the name of God, to ex- 
ercise the power of the legislator when 
the Executive usurps your power.

$150,000 which the President handed 
to Barney Baruch over there in the 
peace Conference. It Is dirt. But the 
blood of the boys of the United State 
cries to you.

reducing overhead; to furnish the 
members a monthly magasine devoted 
entirely to merchandising interests of 
Kentucky, and, ALL IN ALL, to fur- 
nish a mutual, co-operative, protec- 
tive organization that will flplil all our 
legitimate battles and tiic results of 
whoso work should return to its mem- 
bers many times what they contribute 
in money and service to its work. 

Mr. Chaffe stated that as Maysvillo 
is in the center of this district of the 
stale, this city will he district head- 
i|uarters and it is proposed to employ 
an cfhclency expert to hold twice oacli 
year In the district headquarters a 
"Merchants" Institute" similar in pur- 
poses to a Teachers' Institute.

Pittsburg, Pa., September St.— The 
forces of organised labor and the Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation stUl were 
■truMlIng Tuesday for oontrol of 
Amerloa'a great "Iron Vaney" as the 
natlon*wMe strike of steelworinrs en- 
tered Its seeoBd dsT. 

Ii\>nowtng a night of scattered 
struggles between police and strikers 
and of bloodshed in steel oitlas crowds 
of workmen again were at the gates of 
the mills early today. 

At Farrell, Pa . one man was killed 
and two wounded when shots were ex- 
changed between company police and 
strikers durlnp a l iot nt the plant of 
the American Stcrl mikI Wiic Cn .An- 
other man wai killed in an arpument 
with a striker 

At Newcastle, seven persons, In- 
cluding two women, were wounded 
during a similar outbreak. Carnegie 
Steel Co. ofllclals assert the flghting 
followed an attempt of strike sym- 
pathizers to break into the mill by 
tearing down the fence. 

City officials have asked for a de- 
tachment of state police at Farrell. 

Rioting also broke out at Toungs- 
town and other smaller centers, but 
the big PitUburgh district remained 
almost unanimously quiet. 

From* Duquesne, Clairton, Home- 
stead, Braddock and other points in 
the Pittsburgh district, police re- 
ported men going to work as usual 
early today. At Clairton, It waj stated 
three times as many men reported for 
work In the mills today as were on 
hand yesterday From Homestead al- 
so it was stated the number enlerlni;

Police of Braddock said double the 
number entered the mills No disor- 
der was reported from any of the=e 
towns.
